San Fransisco to 
ban toys in some 
fast food kids 
meals

SAN FRANCISCO - San 
Francisco is poised to become 
the first major American 
city to prohibit fast food 
restaurants from including 
toys with children’s meals 
that don’t meet nutritional 
guidelines. 

The measure passed on a 
preliminary vote by the city’s 
Board of Supervisors last 
week. It’s likely to win final 
passage Tuesday with enough 
votes to survive an expected 
veto by Mayor Gavin 
Newsom. 

The ordinance, which would 
go into effect in December 
of next year, prohibits toy 
giveaways in fast food 
children’s meals that have 640 
milligrams of sodium, 600 
calories or 35 percent of their 
calories from fat. The law also 
would limit saturated fats and 
trans fats and require fruits or 
vegetables to be served with 
each meal with a toyO 
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2 lawsuits challenge US Defense of Marriage Act 



NEW YORK - Gay civil 
rights groups trying to build 
momentum for a possible 
Supreme Court showdown 
filed two lawsuits Tuesday that 
seek to strike down portions of 
a 1996 law that denies married 
gay couples federal benefits. 
The lawsuits were filed in 
federal courts in Connecticut 
and New York and come just 
months after a federal judge 
in Boston struck down a key 
component of the federal 
Defense of Marriage Act. 

The legal actions seek judicial 
declarations that the law 


enacted by Congress in 1996, 
when it appeared Hawaii 
would soon legalize same-sex 
marriage, was unconstitutional 
because it prevents the federal 
government from affording 
pension and other benefits to 
same-sex couples. Since 2004, 
five states Connecticut, Iowa, 
New Hampshire, Vermont and 
Massachusetts and the District 
of Columbia have legalized 
gay marriage. 

In Hartford, Conn., the Gay 
& Lesbian Advocates & 
Defenders sued the federal 
government on behalf of 


a Connecticut widower 
and married couples from 
Connecticut, Vermont and 
New Hampshire. The other 
lawsuit was filed on behalf 
of a New York woman, Edith 
Schlain Windsor, who met her 
late spouse, Thea Clara Spyer, 
nearly a half century ago at a 
restaurant. 

“No one should have to fight 
with the government after 
losing the person she’s loved 
for more than four decades,” 
said Donna Lieberman, 
executive director of the New 
York Civil Liberties Union. 
“Edie and Thea made the same 
lifelong commitment that 
other married couples make, 
and their marriage deserves 
the same dignity, respect and 
protection afforded other 
families.” 

Mary Bonauto, an attorney 
with Gay & Lesbian Advocates 
& Defenders, said the 
Connecticut lawsuit was filed 
to maintain the momentum the 
group gained with the success 
of its challenge against the law 


in Massachusetts. 

In July, U.S. District Judge 
Joseph Tauro in Boston ruled 
in two separate lawsuits that 
the Defense of Marriage Act 
forces the state to discriminate 
against its own citizens to 
qualify for federal funding. 
He also said it violates the 
Constitution’s equal protection 
clause. The Justice Department 
said in a statement that it had 
no response to the lawsuits, 
except that the government 
“is defending the statute, as it 
traditionally does when acts of 
Congress are challenged.” 

The department said that, as 
a policy matter, President 
Obama has made clear 
that he believes the law is 
“discriminatory and should 
be repealed” and was working 
with Congress to do so. 

The filing of multiple lawsuits 
will likely result in rulings in 
different federal court districts. 
That could increase the 
likelihood that the Supreme 
Court will eventually consider 
the issue. 


Also, as the various lawsuits 
proceed, rulings by higher 
courts would affect wider 
areas. For instance, the 1st 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
in Boston covers includes 
Rhode Island, Maine and New 
Hampshire. 

One of the Connecticut 
litigants, Jerry Passaro, 45, of 
Milford, was denied survivor 
benefits after his husband, Tom 
Buckholz, died of lymphoma. 
“It’s very hurtful,” Passaro 
said. “Tommy and I were a 
team for so many years and 
to have that false sense of 
security that you are getting 
married and will have the same 
entitlements that everyone else 
has, it’s very, very unhealthy.” 
Raquel Ardin, of North 
Hartland, Vt., said she felt 
like she and her wife, Lynda 
DeForge, 54, were being 
treated like second-class 
citizens when DeForge was 
denied time off from the 
U.S. Postal Service under the 
Family and Medical Leave 
Act to take care of Ardin. □ 
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Nearly4,500stranded on cruise ship off Mexico

SAN DIEGO - Navy 
helicopters shuttled in 
supplies Tuesday to 4,500 
passengers and crew members 
expected to remain stranded 
on a disabled cruise ship off 
the coast of Mexico at least 
through Wednesday night. 
Mexican seagoing tugboats 
were expected to reach the 
Carnival Splendor on Tuesday 
afternoon to begin the slow 
process of towing it to the 
Mexican port of Ensanada. 
Passengers will be bused back 
to California from there. 

The ship, which left from 
Long Beach on Sunday, was 
200 miles south of San Diego 
when an engine room fire 
cut its power early Monday, 
according to a statement from 
Miami-based Carnival Cruise 
Lines. It began drifting off 
the coast of northern Baja 
California. 

Monty Mathisen, of the New 
York-based trade publication 
Cruise Industries, called the 
fire a freak accident. 

“This stuff does not happen, 
I mean once in a blue moon,” 
he said. “The ships have to 
be safe, if not the market will 
collapse.” 

The last major accident on 
a cruise ship was when one 
sank in a Greek harbor in 
2007 after hitting rocks. No 
one was hurt. 

The 3,299 passengers and 
1,167 crew members aboard 
the Splendor were not hurt 
either and the fire was put 
out, but the 952-foot Mexican 
Riveria-bound ship had no 
air conditioning, hot water 
or telephone service. It was 
also out of cell phone range, 
preventing families from 
communicating with their 
loved ones. 

After the fire, passengers 
were first asked to move from 
their cabins to the ship’s upper 
deck, but eventually allowed 
to go back to their rooms. 
Bottled water and cold food 
were provided, and the ship’s 
auxiliary power allowed for 
toilets and cold running water. 
On Tuesday, U.S. sailors 
loaded cargo planes with 
boxes of crab meat, croissants 
and other items for the 
stranded passengers. They 
were to be ferried to an 
aircraft carrier at sea, where

helicopters will pick them up 
and drop them on the ship. 
The tugboats were expected 
to arrive back at the port with 
the ship around 8 p.m. PST 
Wednesday, Coast Guard 
Petty Officer Kevin Metcalf 
said. Metcalf said the tugs, 
which will be escorted by 
a Coast Guard cutter, must 
move slowly because the ship 
is so big. 

From Ensenada, passengers 
will be driven 50 miles by 
bus to the California border, 
said Joyce Oliva, a Carnival 
spokeswoman, who added that 
she was unaware of any safety 
concerns from passengers or 
their families about traveling 
by land in Mexico. 

Ensenada Port Capt. Carlos 
Carrillo said some bus 
companies that normally 
work with cruise ships docked 
in Ensenada already take 
passengers to the border. 

“I don’t think it will be much 
trouble to get the passengers 
to the border,” he said. 
Carnival Corp.’s stock 
was down about 1 percent 
Tuesday. 

Mathisen commended the 
cruise line for its handling of 
the situation, saying officials 
responded quickly and were 
providing information. 

But he said the accident 
deals another blow to the 
industry, which already has 
been hurting from a drop in 
trips to Mexico because of the 
country’s drug violence. 

It also will be costly for 
Carnival, which is refunding 
passengers, offering vouchers 
for future cruises and may 
have to dry dock the ship if 
the damage is extensive. 

Toni Sweet of San Pedro, 
Calif., was watching TV when 
she saw a news report about 
the stranded ship and realized 
her cousin Vicky Alvarez 
and her cousin’s husband, 
Fernando, were on board. 

She had dropped the Las 
Vegas couple off at the dock 
in Long Beach for the cruise, 
their first break after caring 
for their aging parents. She

said Vicky was nervous about 
the trip, but Sweet reassured 
her everything would be fine. 

She has not heard from them 
since the fire. 

“It’s their first cruise and they 
were real anxious. I don’t 
think they’re going to take 
another,” she said. “Here you 
want them to have a good 
time and then this happened.” 

Once passengers are dropped 
off, the Splendor will be towed 
back to Long Beach, Calif., a 
journey that will take days. 

That’s why the passengers 
will be dropped off in Mexico 
first. 

“We know this has been an 
extremely trying situation 
for our guests and we 
sincerely thank them for their 
patience,” Carnival President 
and CEO Gerry Cahill said 
in the statement. “Conditions 
on board the ship are very 
challenging and we sincerely 
apologize for the discomfort 
and inconvenience our guests 
are currently enduring.” □

WASHINGTON - A special 
prosecutor cleared the CIA’s former top 
clandestine officer and others Tuesday 
of any charges for destroying agency 
videotapes showing waterboarding 
of terror suspects, but he continued 
an investigation into whether the 
harsh questioning went beyond legal 
boundaries. 

The decision not to prosecute anyone 
in the videotape destruction came 
five years to the day after the CIA 
destroyed its cache of 92 videos 


of two al-Qaida operatives, Abu 
Zubaydah and Abd al-Nashiri, being 
subjected to waterboarding, a form 
of simulated drowning. The deadline 
for prosecuting someone under most 
federal laws is five years. 

The part of the nearly 3-year-old 
criminal investigation that examines 
whether U.S. interrogators went 
beyond the legal guidance given them 
on the rough treatment of suspects will 
continue, a Justice Department official 
said. The official spoke on condition 
of anonymity because that part of the 
probe is still under way. 

Jose Rodriguez, who was the CIA’s 
top clandestine officer when the tapes 
were destroyed, worried that the videos 
would be devastating to the agency if 
they ever surfaced and approved their 
destruction. Rodriguez’s order was at 
odds with years of directives from CIA 
lawyers and the White House. 
Rodriguez’ lawyer, Robert Bennett, 
said the department made “the right 
decision because of the facts and 
the law” and called his client “a true 
patriot who only wanted to protect his 
people and his country.” 

In January 2008, President George W. 
Bush’s last attorney general, Michael 
Mukasey, appointed Assistant U.S. 
Attorney John Durham a special 
prosecutor to investigate the videotape 
destruction. Later, President Barack 
Obama’s attorney general, Eric Holder, 
added the inquiry into the conduct of 
the harsh questioning. 

A team of prosecutors and FBI agents 


led by Durham has conducted an 
exhaustive investigation into the 
matter, said Matthew Miller, chief 
Justice Department spokesman. 

“As a result of that investigation, 
Mr. Durham has concluded that he 
will not pursue criminal charges for 
the destruction of the interrogation 
videotapes,” Miller said. 

The department’s carefully phrased 
announcement did not rule out the 
possibility of charging someone with 
lying to investigators looking into the 
tape destruction. 

CIA officers began the videotaping to 
show that Zubaydah was brought to a 
secret CIA prison in Thailand already 
wounded from a firefight and to prove 
that interrogators followed broad rules 
Washington had laid out. 

Almost as soon as taping began, 
top officials at agency headquarters 
in Langley, Va., began discussing 
whether to destroy the tapes, according 
to current and former U.S. officials and 
others close to the investigation. 
Dozens of CIA officers and contractors 
cycled in and out of Thailand to help 
with the questioning. If those videos 
ever surfaced, officials feared, nearly 
all those people could be identified. 
During the investigation, agency 
lawyers were forced to turn over long 
lists of documents, including classified 
cables from around the world. Former 
CIA Director Porter Goss was 
summoned before a grand jury, as were 
the agency’s former top lawyer, John 
Rizzo, and its current station chief in 


London. 

Despite standing orders from the 
Bush White House not to destroy 
the tapes without checking with 
administration officials, momentum 
for their destruction grew in late 2005 
as the CIA Thailand station chief, 
Mike Winograd, prepared to retire, the 
current and former U.S. officials have 
said. 

Winograd had the tapes in his safe and 
believed they should be destroyed, 
officials said. 

On Nov. 4, 2005, as the CIA 
scrambled to quell a controversy from 
a Washington Post story revealing 
the existence of secret CIA prisons 
overseas, Rodriguez called two CIA 
lawyers. He asked Steven Hermes, 
his lawyer in the clandestine service, 
whether he had the authority to order 
the tapes destroyed. Hermes said 
Rodriguez did, according to documents 
and interviews. 

Then Rodriguez asked Robert 
Eatinger, the top lawyer in the CIA’s 
Counterterrorism Center, whether 
there was any legal requirement that 
the tapes be kept. Eatinger said no. 
Eatinger and Hermes have told 
colleagues that they believed 
Rodriguez was merely teeing up a 
new round of discussions about the 
tapes and, because of previous orders 
not to destroy the tapes without 
White House approval, they were 
unaware that Rodriguez planned to 
move immediately, officials told The 
Associated Press. □ 


NY defense: Gitmo detainee a 
dupe’ in bomb plot

NEW YORK - The first 
Guantanamo detainee to face 
a civilian trial was duped into 
doing dirty work for al-Qaida 
operatives who attacked two 
U.S. embassies in Africa 
in 1998, his attorney said 
Tuesday in closing arguments. 
“Call him a fall guy. Call him 
a pawn. Call him 'set up like a 
bowling pin,’ in the immortal 
words of Jerry Garcia,” lawyer 
Peter Quijano told a jury in 
federal court in Manhattan. 
“But don’t call him guilty.” 
Prosecutors allege Ahmed 
Ghailani bought a truck and 
explosive components used in 
deadly blasts in Tanzania and 
Kenya that killed 224 people, 
including a dozen Americans. 
But Quijano argued that the 


government had failed to 
prove his “naive” client was in 
on the terror plot. 

“Ahmed did not know the 
object of the conspiracy,” he 
said. 

Quijano, in a three-hour 
argument, urged jurors not to 
be swayed by fear or hatred of 
al-Qaida or Osama bin Laden. 
Prosecutors had repeatedly 
cited the terror group and its 
leader while presenting their 
case. 

“Al-Qaida cannot be used 
to inflame your passion and 
desire for retribution and 
revenge at the expense of 
Ahmed Ghailani ... because 
to do so would be allowing al- 
Qaida to win,” he said. 

At trial, witnesses described 
how the 36-year-old Ghailani 
bought gas tanks used in the 


truck bomb with cash supplied 
by the terror group, how the 
FBI found a blasting cap 
stashed in his room at a cell 
hideout in Tanzania and how 
he lied to family members to 
conceal his involvement. 

The day before the nearly 
simultaneous attacks on the 
embassies on Aug. 7, 1998, 
prosecutors say Ghailani 
boarded a one-way flight to 
Pakistan under an alias with 
senior al-Qaida members. 
While on the run, he spent 
time in Afghanistan as a cook 
and bodyguard for bin Laden 
and later as a document forger 
for al-Qaida, authorities say. 
He was captured in 2004 in 
Pakistan and held by the CIA 
at a secret overseas camp 
before being transferred to 
Guantanamo in 2006.

Quijano argued on Tuesday 
that the investigation in Africa 
was too chaotic to produce 
reliable evidence. He said 
local authorities and the FBI 
“trampled all over” unsecured 
crime scenes during searches 
in Tanzania. 

An army of agents failed to 
turn up any forensic evidence 


— like fingerprints on the 
blasting cap — that would 
conclusively “link my client 
to these monsters,” he said. 

In a rebuttal argument Tuesday 
afternoon, Assistant U.S. 
Attorney Michael Farbiarz 
dismissed the “dupe theory” 
as “illogical.”□ 
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At home in Indonesia, Obama reaches out to Muslims

JAKARTA, Indonesia - From 
the most Muslim nation 
on earth, President Barack 
Obama is reaching out to the 
Islamic world, declaring that 
efforts to build trust and peace 
are showing promise but are 
still clearly “incomplete.” 
Obama on Wednesday will 
deliver one of the most 
personal and potentially 
consequential speeches of 
his presidency, reflecting on 
his own years of upbringing 
in Indonesia and giving an 
update on America’s “new 
beginning” with Muslims 
that he promised last year in 
Cairo. 

At the same time, the path to 
lasting peace in the Middle 
East was hardly looking 
smoother. A reminder of that 
difficult road was waiting 
for Obama when he landed 
here Tuesday on a steamy 
afternoon in southeast Asia. 
Israel’s decision to build more 
apartments in east Jerusalem, 
a disputed territory claimed 
by Palestinians, had already 
earned a rebuke from 
American diplomats before 
a tired, traveling president 
weighed in himself. 

“This kind of activity is 
never helpful when it come to 
peace negotiations,” Obama 
said when questioned at a 
news conference alongside 
Indonesia’s president, Susilo 
Bambang Yudhoyono. “I’m 
concerned that we’re not 
seeing each side make the 
extra effort involved to get 
a breakthrough. ... Each of 
these incremental steps can 
end up breaking down trust.” 
Heavily invested and eager 


for Mideast stability, Obama 
insisted: “We’re going to 
keep on working on it.” 
Obama’s criticism came 
during a cherished, 
fleeting and twice-delayed 
homecoming in Indonesia. 
He canceled plans to come 
earlier this year because of 
domestic troubles, and now 
he’s dodging a big cloud of 
volcanic ash. 

India’s most volatile volcano, 
Mount Merapi, has erupted 
with deadly force for days. 
The White House determined 
Air Force One could fly in as 
scheduled to Jakarta but that 
Obama should shorten his 
stay given the flow of airborne 
ash. That meant Obama 
would be in Indonesia for just 
19 hours, still long enough to 
visit a famous mosque and 
deliver his speech. 

The president, who is 
Christian, is eager to hold 
up Indonesia as a model: 
an overwhelmingly Muslim 
nation where other religions 
are respected freely and 
an evolving democracy is 
gaining strength despite a 
legacy of corruption. 

He will revisit themes of his 
famous 2009 Cairo speech, 
one in which he called for 
mutual respect: from the 
United States for Muslims 
in a post-Sept. 11 world, and 
also from Muslims for the 
United States for its diversity 
and compassion. That speech 
also essentially set up an 
Obama scorecard on Iraq, 
Iran and efforts to combat 
Islamic extremists. 

Obama is also giving 
substantial attention to 
the new partnerships his 
government has reached with 


Indonesia’s. And he is talking 
freely about his time here, 
from age 6 to 10, when he 
was running around as a boy 
named Barry. 

The personal touches began 
coming out as Obama, 
looking weary on his fourth 
day in Asia, reflected Tuesday 
on how Jakarta has changed 
since he lived here. His only 
real look came during a 
couple of motorcade rides. 

“I feel great affection for the 
people here,” Obama said. 
“And obviously I have a 
sister who’s half Indonesian. 
My mother lived and worked 
here for a long time. And so 
the sights and the sounds and 
the memories all feel very 
familiar.” 

The president drew smiles 
from the gathered dignitaries 
by speaking a little Indonesian 
at times. 

“We have been waiting for 
so long,” said Yudhoyono 
to Obama at a press event 
shoved inside by rain. 

The two presidents touted 
a deal that will have both 
countries cooperating on 
energy, education, the 
environment and many 
other subjects. More 
broadly, Indonesia offers 
the United States one more 
strategic, democratic voice 
in a continent of emerging 
powers and lucrative markets, 
while U.S. support can help 
Indonesia’s own economy 
and regional security. 

Both leaders pushed back 
on the thesis that Obama’s 
efforts aim, at least in part, 
to counter China’s rise. 
Obama insisted he wanted 
China to grow and prosper, 
and he said that “we’re not 


interested in containing that 
process.” Yudhoyono said 
he didn’t think of one power 
counterbalancing another, but 
he added that there must be an 
“equilibrium” in the region. 
Obama also pointedly noted 
that the global economy is 
out of whack, saying, “We 
have seen some countries 
run up very big surpluses 
and intervening significantly 
in the currency markets to 
maintain their advantage.” 
The U.S. contends China’s 
undervalued currency gives 
Beijing an unfair trade boost 
in the selling of its goods. 

The president’s stop in 
Indonesia came after he spent 
three days in India — the most 
attention any foreign country 
has received from him. 
Obama leaves Wednesday 
night for global economic 
meetings in South Korea, and 
then more in Japan. 

Obama credited his own 
outreach effort as he described 
the joint efforts of the United 


States and Indonesia, saying 
they were “direct results 
of my call in Cairo for a 
new beginning between the 
United States and Muslim 
communities.” 

Overall, he said progress has 
been mixed. 

“Or efforts have been earnest, 
sustained,” he said. “We don’t 
expect that we are going to 
completely eliminate some 
of the misunderstandings and 
mistrust that have developed 
... but we do think that we’re 
on the right path.” 
Indonesians all over this 
country of more than 17,000 
islands gathered around 
television sets in their 
houses, coffee shops and 
office buildings as Obama’s 
plane touched down. He was 
to deliver his speech at the 
University of Indonesia to an 
indoor crowd of about 6,000 
people. An outdoor event was 
ruled out by concern over 
weather and the expected 
overwhelming crowd.Q 
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NH teen gets life sentence for machete attack

NASHUA, N.H. - A teenager 
accused of killing a mother 
and wounding her daughter 
with a machete during a 
home invasion was convicted 
Tuesday of murder and other 
charges and was sentenced to 
life in prison. 

A judge handed down the 
maximum sentence against 
19-year-old Steven Spader, 
saying she could go on for 
days about the depths of his 
depravity. 

The sentence ensures “you 
will stay in that cage for the 
rest of your pointless life,” 
Judge Gillian Abramson told 
Spader. 

Spader was the first person to 
go on trial in the October 2009 
attacks that left Kimberly 
Cates dead and her 11-year- 
old daughter, Jaimie, gravely 
wounded. 

Jurors deliberated for about

90 minutes before returning 
their verdicts against Spader, 
of Brookline. 

Under New Hampshire 
law, the first-degree murder 
conviction carries an 
automatic sentence of life 
without parole. Spader also 
was convicted of attempted 
murder and other felonies. 
Spader, whose birthday is 
Tuesday, showed no reaction 
to the verdicts. As the jurors 
were being polled individually 
on each of their six guilty 
verdicts, several glared 
at Spader and responded 
emphatically. 

Spader’s mother, Christine 
Spader, wept briefly; his 
father was stoic. 

Prosecutors say Spader 
wielded a machete and co¬ 
defendant Christopher Gribble 
used a knife during the attacks 
in the Cates’ Mont Vernon 
home. 

Jaimie, now 12, survived by 


pretending to be dead, then 
staggered, covered in blood, to 
a kitchen phone to call police. 
A doctor testified she would 
have died of a punctured lung 
if she had lost consciousness 
before summoning help. 

Blows that cut off portions of 
Jaimie’s left foot, split open 
her head and struck her face 
with enough force to break her 
jaw had to have come from a 
heavy and sharp weapon such 
as a machete, several doctors 
testified. 

During the trial, defense 
attorney Jonathan Cohen 
assailed the credibility of three 
co-defendants who brokered 
plea deals and testified against 
Spader. He suggested they, not 
Spader, were involved in the 
attacks. 

The jury found Spader guilty 
of both premeditated murder 
and intentional murder during 
the commission of a burglary. 
It also found him guilty of

Man ruled unfit for trial in NYC therapist slaying

NEW YORK - A schizophrenic accused 
of murdering a psychotherapist with a 
meat cleaver was ruled mentally unfit 
Tuesday for trial, indefinitely delaying 
a trial that came close to starting but has 
long been rocked by uncertainty about his 
mental state. 

The decision means David Tarloff will 
be sent to a state hospital for treatment 
until doctors find he has improved 
enough to stand trial — if they ever 
do. He has varied between findings of 
fitness and incompetence since his 2008 
arrest in Kathryn Faughey’s death in her 
Manhattan office. 

The ruling came after two psychiatrists 
found Tarloff incompetent for trial, and 
a prosecutor said he refused to cooperate 
with a third exam, leaving that doctor 
unable to reach a conclusion about 
his fitness and prosecutors unable to 
challenge it. 

“Consequently, I have to commit Mr. 
Tarloff,” state Supreme Court Justice 
Edward McLaughlin said. “There is 


little doubt that ... Mr. Tarloff has had 
documentable periods of unfitness.” 
Tarloff, 42, is accused of killing Faughey 
as part of a peculiar robbery plot targeting 
her office mate. Tarloff has planned an 
insanity defense, which involves different 
standards than mental competence for 
trial. 

Given to delusions that he’s the Messiah 
and that God and the devil speak to him, 
Tarloff has a long history of psychiatric 
hospitalizations, his lawyer and 
psychiatrists have said. 

He told police he went to Faughey’s office 
to rob the psychiatrist who shared it, Dr. 
Kent Shinbach. He’d been involved in 
Tarloff’s first hospitalization — 17 years 
before. 

Tarloff’s goal was to get $50,000 from 
Shinbach to whisk his mother out of a 
nursing home and take her to Hawaii, he 
said in a video-recorded statement. 

He encountered Faughey first and 
believed she was going to kill him, he 
told authorities. 

Faughey was slashed 15 times, and 
Shinbach was seriously hurt trying to 


help her, authorities said. The attacker 
fled; investigators ultimately matched 
Tarloff’s palm prints with some found on 
a suitcase — filled with women’s clothing 
and adult diapers — left in the building. 
He was deemed mentally incompetent for 
trial for about a year after his arrest, but 
doctors said last year that his condition 
had improved. 

Being competent for trial means being 
able to understand court proceedings 
and help in one’s defense. It doesn’t rule 
out an insanity defense, which requires 
showing that a person was so mentally ill 
when committing a crime that he or she 
didn’t know it was wrong. 

Jury selection was nearly finished last 
month when Tarloff refused to leave 
a courthouse holding cell or respond 
to questions, his lawyers said. After 
being taken back to Bellevue Hospital, 
he stripped naked and ran around a 
psychiatric ward, according to his lawyer. 
Two court-system psychiatrists found 
Tarloff mentally unfit to proceed, and 
then prosecutors had another expert 
evaluate him. □

Change of the CPI over the last 12 months 

Central Bureau 
of Statistics 
compares CPI 

ORANJESTAD - The Consumer Price Index “CPI” for 
October 2010 is 113.89, a decrease of 0.51% compared to the 
index of September 2010 (114.47) and accumulating a decline 
of 1.13% up to and including October of this year. 

The percentage change of the CPI over the last 12 months 
(October 2009 to October 2010) is -0.59, an increase of 2.67 
percentage points (ppts) compared to the percentage change 
for the same period of last year (-3.26). 

The period average percentage change of the CPI for the 
period October 2009 - October 2010 is 2.89, an increase of 
5.51 ppts compared to the period average percentage change 
over the period October 2008 - October 2009 (-2.62). 

During this month, eight of the twelve sectors registered 
decreases in prices. The decrease which had the greatest 
influence on the CPI was registered for the “Housing” 
(-1.76%) sector, causing an effect of -0.52 ppts. The decreases 
in the remaining sectors had a total effect of -0.04 ppts on the 
CPI of October 2010. 

Aforementioned decreases were partially offset by increases 
in the indices for the “Recreation and culture” (0.45%) and 
“Food and non-alcoholic beverages” (0.12%) sectors, with an 
influence of respectively 0.04 and 0.02 ppts. The increases in 
the remaining sectors had a total effect of 0.01 ppt on the CPI 
of October 2010. 

The decrease in the “Housing” sector was due to decreases 
in the categories “Water supply and miscellaneous services 
relating to the dwelling” (-4.57%) and ’’Electricity, gas and 
other fuels” (-3.04%), which contributed to an effect of 
respectively -0.28 and -0.29 ppts. 

The increase in the “Recreation and culture” sector was 
mainly due to a rise of 6.58% in the category “Holidays”, 
which contributed to an effect of 0.04 ppts. The increase in the 
“Food and non-alcoholic beverages” sector was mainly due to 
an increase in the category “Food” (0.12%), contributing with 
an effect of 0.01 ppt. 

The consumption basket of the CPI consists of 452 goods 
and services. Compared to September 2010, 35.0% of these 
products had an increase in price, while 32.5% showed a 
decrease and the remaining 32.5% had no change in price. The 
prices of goods decreased by 0.92% and caused an influence 
of -0.60 ppts. The prices of services show an increase of 0.27% 
and had an influence of 0.09 ppts. 

The CPIC (core inflation) - CPI excluding the effect energy 
and food - registered in October 2010 an increase of 0.23%, 
which is 2.80 ppts lower compared to the percentage change 
for the same period of last year (3.03%). The energy index - 
which consists of the products: electricity, water, gasoline and 
diesel - registered an increase of 17.37%, which is 41.18 ppts 
higher compared to the percentage change for the same period 
of last year (-23.81%). The food index shows a decrease of 
3.05%, which is 10.41 ppts lower compared to the percentage 
change for the same period of last year (7.36%).Q

Iran offers talks but without key nuclear demands

TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — 
Iran offered Tuesday to 
resume nuclear talks with 
United States and other 
world powers, though it set a 
possible deal-breaking ground 
rule by insisting that a key 
international demand be left 
off the table. 

The shifting signals from 
Tehran — which also included 
separate announcements with 
different timetables for talks 

— raised questions about 
whether Iran was seriously 
interested in reopening 
international dialogue over 
its nuclear program or trying 
to emphasize the point that it 
would never accept a package 
requiring it halt uranium 
enrichment. 

Iran ruled out any discussion 
of a nuclear fuel exchange 
deal like the one it balked at 
last year and which was meant 
to ensure it could not divert 
material to nuclear weapons 
production. 

That could force the six-nation 
group of negotiators — the 
United States, Russia, China, 
Britain, France and Germany 

— to either shun Tehran’s 
outreach or come up with a 
new formula to thwart any 
possible Iranian attempt to 
make nuclear weapons. 

Iran says it is only pursuing 
enrichment technology to 
make fuel for a planned 
network of power-generating 
reactors. But the technology 
is central to international 
concerns because uranium 
enriched to higher levels 
can also be used in making 
warheads. 

Last year’s U.N.-drafted 
proposal would have at 


least delayed Iran’s ability 
to potentially go down the 
weapons path by requiring it to 
ship nearly all of its stockpile 
of enriched uranium abroad to 
be returned as reactor-ready 
fuel. 

Iran rejected that deal but later 
accepted a similar fuel swap 
proposal from allies Brazil 
and Turkey. The six nations, 
however, said that offer fell 
short of their demands. 

Iran considers the 
technological achievement of 
creating nuclear fuel through 
enrichment to be a major point 
of pride and in keeping with 
its self-proclaimed role as a 
regional power. 

The six powers suspect Iran is 
seeking to develop a nuclear 
weapons capability under 
the cover of a civil energy 
program and want to make 
sure Tehran cannot make the 
raw materials for a possible 
warhead. Iran denies that. 
Iran’s Foreign Ministry 
spokesman, Ramin 

Mehmanparast, said the 
proposed talks would 
“not include the issue of 
the fuel swap under any 
circumstance,” according to 
a report by the semi-official 
Mehr news agency. 

It’s unclear, however, what 
Iran seeks to put on the 
agenda if talks resume, but it 
could include general issues 
on Iran’s nuclear program and 
other international topics. 

It followed separate 
announcements from Tehran 
proposing different timetables 
and left Washington and allies 
waiting for more details on the 
agenda and challenging Iran’s 
choice of Turkey as a venue 
— which would give Iran an 
ally on the sidelines. 


Still, the proposals showed 
Iran’s apparent eagerness to 
reopen talks on its nuclear 
ambitions after facing tougher 
international economic 

sanctions. The new round of 
sanctions have hit important 
sectors such as the oil industry 
and sharply restricted Iran’s 
banking links to the rest of the 
world. 

Several Iranian officials, 
including President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad, have endorsed 
the idea of opening new 
meetings in response to an 
invitation last month from 
the European Union’s foreign 
affairs and security chief, 
Catherine Ashton. 

Iran’s first offer for talks, 
carried by the Mehr news 
agency, quoted Foreign 
Minister Manouchehr Mottaki 
as offering a fast-track plan to 
reopen talks on Monday. He 
had earlier said Iran favors 
holding the meetings in 
Turkey. 

Hours later, EU officials told 
The Associated Press a letter 
from Iran was received by 
Ashton’s office suggesting that 
Iran could be ready to begin 
talks as early as Wednesday, 
but it noted specific dates of 
either Nov. 23 or Dec. 5 in 
Istanbul. 

European diplomats, 

however, said the 27-nation 
bloc opposes Istanbul as a 
host site and is proposing 
Geneva as an alternative. The 
diplomats spoke on condition 
of anonymity because of the 
sensitivity of the issue. 

After the Iranian 

announcement, Turkish

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Yemen wants much more U.S. aid to fight terrorism

SAN’A, Yemen (AP) 
Yemen wants far more military 
aid than the U.S. has promised 
in the fight against escalating 
terrorism — billions of dollars 


more than Washington has in 
mind. 

And yet Yemeni authorities 
have little to show for the 
significant Western aid that 
has already poured into the 
impoverished country. 

In fact, the al-Qaida offshoot 


Associated Press 
that claimed responsibility 
for the failed plot to send 
mail bombs from Yemen 
to the U.S. appears more 
emboldened than ever. And 
Yemen’s government seems 
to feel more threatened by 
an increasingly restless 
secessionist rebellion in the 
south, where it has little 
control, than by militants 
linked to Al-Qaida in the 
Arabian Peninsula. 

Since the Oct. 28 discovery 
of the two mail bombs, U.S. 
officials are pressing Yemen 
for more and faster cooperation 
on intelligence-sharing and 
more opportunities to train 
Yemeni counterterrorism 
teams. Yemen is the poorest 
country in the Arab world and 
the government’s authority 
is weak in areas outside the 
capital of San’a. 

U.S. Defense Secretary 
Robert Gates said over the 
weekend that the U.S. could 
do more to help train Yemeni 
forces to combat terrorists. 
U.S. officials told The 
Associated Press last week 
that military aid to Yemen 
would double to $250 million 
in 2011 — underscoring the 
growing realization of the 
threat al-Qaida poses to the 
fragile state. 

President Barack Obama 
called President Ali Abdullah 
Saleh last week to say the 


aid is part of a broader, more 
comprehensive strategy to 
promote security as well 
as economic and political 
development. 

But Hesham Sharaf, a Yemeni 
deputy minister, said the 
proposed U.S. assistance is 
“nothing” compared to what 
Yemen needs. Government 
officials are talking about a 
two-year program to develop 
the armed forces that would 
cost around $6 billion, he said. 
Yemen says it needs to 
develop its coast guard and 
acquire more than a dozen 
combat helicopters, satellites 
and equipment such as night- 
vision goggles and spyware. 
“Technology like satellites 
should be in Yemen’s hands, 
not images handed down 
to us,” Sharaf said. “We 
must have special Yemeni 
forces trained to use combat 
helicopters, not Americans. 
If they (Americans) go on the 
ground, people will criticize 
us and say we are weak.” 

As part of its aid, the U.S. 
provides equipment and 
training to Yemeni forces. 
But there are ongoing U.S. 
concerns that Yemen could 
use the equipment and those 
forces against Shiite rebels 
who have fought government 
forces intermittently for years 
in the north or a separate front 
against secessionists in the 
south. 

Many critics inside Yemen 
say the aid is going to fight 
government opponents, 

particularly the southern 
secessionists, and that Yemen 
is simply milking the West for 
money to carry out an agenda 
that doesn’t necessarily make 
fighting al-Qaida its top 
priority. 

Soon after the mail bombs were 
detected, other government 
officials echoed Sharaf’s 
call for more equipment and 
assistance to fight al-Qaida. 
The failed attacks exposed the 
government’s lack of success 
against al-Qaida and its 
growing threat to the regime 
and showed that the group 
was using Yemen as a base to 
plot international attacks. 
Yemen is clearly expected to 
show how it is using the aid it 
has been given. In addition to 
asking for more intelligence 
cooperation, a U.S. official 


said Washington also wants 
to have access to prisoners 
allegedly from al-Qaida. 

Much Western aid has poured 
into Yemen’s security and 
military agencies in the 10 
years since al-Qaida bombers 
steered an explosives-laden 
boat into the Navy destroyer 
USS Cole that was refueling 
at a Yemeni port, killing 17 
U.S. sailors. 

In the past five years, U.S. 
military assistance to Yemen 
has totaled about $250 million. 
That covered programs to 
train and equip Yemeni forces 
to combat al-Qaida, as well as 
buy boats and other equipment 
for the airport and seaports. It 
also paid for training senior 
officers here and in the U.S. 
About 50 elite U.S. 
military experts are in the 
country training Yemeni 
counterterrorism forces — a 
number that has doubled in 
the past year. 

At least four new security 
branches to combat terrorism 
as well as a new anti-terrorism 
administration in the air 
force were created, with 
much Western financing and 
technical support. 

Many in Yemen say Western 
assistance is going to train 
new forces — many of which 
are commanded by Saleh’s 
eldest son and other relatives 
— instead of supporting older 
troops battered by other wars. 
A Yemeni coast guard service 
was founded soon after the 
USS Cole attack with U.S. 
aid. A special forces unit and 
the National Security Agency 
were formed around the same 
time to supplement the work 
of the intelligence services. 

An anti-terrorism unit under 
the Interior Ministry was also 
added, and a similar anti¬ 
terrorism administration was 
created under the air force. 
Although the U.S. trains 
Yemeni special forces, Yemen 
frequently sends part of its 
regular armed forces — 
estimated to number about 
a half-million — to hunt al- 
Qaida militants in the south. 
And the new U.S. demand 
for more intelligence-sharing 
and access to prisoners is 
viewed in Yemen as a move 
by the U.S. to increase its 
oversight of how U.S. military 
assistance is being used.Q

(AP) — New clashes 

erupted Tuesday in the 
Western Sahara between 

Moroccan security forces 
and local people seeking 
independence for the vast, 
resource-rich desert region, 
activists said. 

The Polisario Front 

independence movement 
accused Morocco’s 

government of provoking 
the territory’s worst 

violence in decades in order 
to derail U.N.-sponsored 
talks on the future of 
Western Sahara. The arid 
section of northwest Africa 
has teeming coastal fishing 
grounds and valuable 
deposits of phosphate, a 
mineral used widely to make 
everything from fertilizer to 
photocopier toner. 

Violence exploded Monday 
after Moroccan forces 
raided a tent camp set up 
by the native Saharawi 
outside of the regional 
capital Laayoune to 
protest discrimination and 
deprivation at the hands of 
the Moroccan government. 
The city is populated 
mainly by Moroccan 
settlers as a result of the 
Rabat government’s drive 
to assert control over the 
former Spanish territory, 
which it occupied when 
Spain left in 1975 after 
nearly a century of colonial 
rule. The Polisario declared 
independence in 1976 
on behalf of the nomadic 
Saharawi, who have their 
own Arabic dialect and 
distinct culture. 

The dispute is one of the 
world’s longest unresolved 
conflicts. 

Morocco’s official MAP 
news agency said four 


security officials were killed 
in Monday’s operation at the 
camp, and one was stabbed 
to death elsewhere. About 
two dozen other security 
agents were hospitalized, it 
said. 

The Polisario Front said 11 
Saharawis died in the raid 
on the tent city and rioting 
that spread to the capital, 
Laayoune. It said 723 people 
were hurt, with another 159 
people unaccounted for. 
Morocco’s government 
made no comment Tuesday 
and neither side’s figures 
could be independently 
confirmed because the 
government did not allow 
foreign media access to the 
region. 

The Polisario Front’s 
representative in Madrid 
said violence broke out 
again Tuesday in two 
sections of Laayoune after 
Moroccan police detained 
large numbers of people in 
the city. 

Bucharaya Beyun said he 
learned of the clashes from 
associates in Laayoune. 
Isabel Terraza, a Spanish 
activist who is in the city, 
told The Associated Press 
by telephone that there were 
more clashes under way. 
She said large numbers of 
soldiers and police were 
patrolling the city. 

Informal talks between 
Morocco and the Polisario 
Front were scheduled to 
take place Monday near 
New York City and went 
ahead anyway, because the 
Polisario did not want to 
play into Morocco’s hands, 
Beyun said. Another session 
was scheduled for Tuesday. 
“With what it did yesterday 
Morocco wanted the 
negotiations to break down 
and thought we would not 
attend the negotiations. It 


wanted us to take the blame 
for the talks breaking down,” 
Beyun said. “It wanted us 
to pay for the consequences 
of a breakdown, but we 
attended.” He had no 
information on what 
happened at the talks. 
Bemabe Lopez, a 
North Africa expert at 
Autonomous University in 
Madrid, wrote Tuesday in 
the newspaper El Pais that 
with the raid on the camp 
“Morocco has consciously 
wrecked the negotiations 
in New York, losing all 
credibility in its drive for a 
realistic solution by offering 
autonomy.” 

Laayoune is about 30 
percent Saharawi, while 
the rest of its residents are 
native Moroccans that the 
government has moved 
there. 

Tension has been rife since 
a 1991 U.N-negotiated 
cease-fire that ended a 16- 
year guerrilla war between 
the Polisario and the North 
African kingdom. 

The enmity strains relations 
between Morocco and 
Algeria, which harbors 
Saharawi refugee camps 
and backs the Polisario 
bid for a U.N.-sponsored 
referendum on the status 
of the territory. Previous 


bids to hold a referendum 
have fallen through due 
to disputes on whether 
native Moroccans should 
be allowed to vote in a 
referendum. 

During the last round of 
informal talks in February, 
neither side budged and 
Secretary-General Ban 
Ki-moon said in April 
that he saw no prospect of 


Associated Press 
resolving the dispute in the 
foreseeable future. 

For Morocco, Western 
Sahara’s status as part of the 
national territory is a near- 
sacred subject — like the 
king and Islam — leaving 
little room for debate. 
Moroccan newspapers on 
Tuesday roundly applauded 
the police intervention at the 
camp and in Laayoune.□

But Sembiring has 
flaunted his conservatism and 
says he avoids contact with 
women who are not related to 
him. 

The minister was among the 
dignitaries in a receiving 
line that greeted President 
Barack Obama and his wife 
as they arrived in Jakarta on 
Tuesday — a homecoming 
of sorts for the president who 
spent part of his childhood 
here. Indonesians gathered 
around television sets across 
the country to watch the 
American president touch 
down. Children at the school 
he attended practiced a song 
dedicated to him just in case 


he visited. 

In footage of the official 
welcome, Sembiring appeared 
to share his countrymen’s 
enthusiasm. He smiled 
broadly as he shook the 
president’s hand and then 
reached with both hands to 
grasp Michelle Obama’s. But 
later he said she forced their 
contact. 

His denial was in a response 
to tweets from Indonesians 
who noted the handshake and 
questioned his long-standing 
claims that, as a good Muslim, 
he restricts his contact with 
women. 

Many posts had a “gotchya” 
quality to them. 

One female journalist — who 
said the minister had refused 
to shake her hand — gleefully 
noted that now he would no 
longer be able to wriggle out 
of it. 

Sembiring has often tweeted 
controversial comments, 
including blaming natural 
disasters on a lack of morality 
and joking about AIDS.Q

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Tiger Is back In Australia, 
minus some of the buzz

MELBOURNE, Australia (AP) — The woman 
keeping score for Tiger Woods in the final 
round of the Australian Masters did well to 
contain her emotions. She looked down at 
the boy holding the sign with the scores and 
wanted to make sure he understood his good 
fortune. 

“This,” she whispered to him, “is the holy grail 
in golf.” 

Is it still? Perhaps the broader question is will 
it ever be again? 

Woods returned Down Under on Tuesday with 
a slightly subdued reception. There were still 
media at the airport, although Geoff Ogilvy 


did not recall the same kind of TV report he 
heard last year: “The plane has landed, but we 
haven’t seen him walk out of the plane yet!” 
There were no helicopters hovering over 
the fairways, because Woods did not bother 
coming out to Victoria Golf Club. And when 
he tees off Thursday, he most likely will be 
playing before fewer fans. 

The tournament sold out last year six weeks 
in advance — as much as Aussies love sports, 
most buy tickets the day of an event. Now, 
tickets are still for sale. Tournament official 
David Rollo said 55,000 tickets have been 
sold for the four rounds, and he would be 
disappointed if sales didn’t top 70,000.

They topped 100,000 last 
year. 

That’s to be expected, and 
not because of the year 
Woods had off the golf 
course. 

The world’s No. 1 player 
had not been to Australia 
since the 1998 Presidents 
Cup. Since then, he had 
won 72 times around the 
world, 14 majors and 
was being debated as the 
greatest golfer of all time. 
Now, he is No. 2 in the 
world and hasn’t won in 51 
weeks. 

“It’s easier to hype up 
someone who hasn’t been 
here for 10 years,” Ogilvy 
said. “He was here just last 
year. A lot has happened in 
Tiger’s life in the last 12 
months, but I think if there 
is any lack of hysteria, it’s 
probably due to the fact that 
he was here last year rather 
than anything else. Don’t 
you think? You guys want 
me to say that his aura is 
all gone and he’s no good 
anymore. But I don’t buy 
that.” 

It was Australia where 
the National Enquirer 
linked Woods to New 
York nightclub hostess 
Rachel Uchitel, and more 
allegations of infidelity 
came gushing out in the 
weeks following Woods’ 
middle-of-the-night car 
accident Nov. 27 outside 
his Florida home. 

That scandal is what kept 
Woods out of golf for nearly 
five months and ultimately 
led to his divorce. It didn’t 
do much for his golf 
game, either, for this is the 
longest he has gone without 
winning. 

Woods acknowledged as 
much last week after he 
tied for sixth in the HSBC 
Champions, which for 
him constituted progress. 
Reflecting on a summer of 
finishing back in the pack, 
he said, “I was dealing with 
a lot of things off the golf 
course in that period of 
time, which was the most 
difficult. I also was trying 


to play, which was tough.” 
He was talking about 
constant meetings with 
attorneys while trying 
to work out a divorce 
settlement, which was 
official Aug. 23. 

There has not been much 
talk about his personal life 
since. 

If the mystique is missing, 
it has more to do with the 
scores he shoots than the 
secret life he was leading. 
Cameron Percy played 
with Woods in the final 
round at Kingston Heath. 
Contacted about a month 
later, after seeing Woods’ 
image splashed across the 
TV worldwide for reasons 
no one ever imagined, 
Percy was asked what kind 
of reception Woods could 
expect if he returned to 
defend his title in Australia. 
“I can’t see this being an 
issue,” Percy said last 
December. “Our biggest 
idol is Greg Norman — 
not much difference there. 
The golfing public just 
loves to watch his golf. We 
have athletes in trouble for 
one thing or another. Once 
they’re on the sporting 
field, it’s all right.” 

That’s the problem. 

There hasn’t been much 
about Woods’ game that has 
been worth watching. 
Woods tied for sixth at 
Shanghai for the second 
straight year, with one big 
difference. Last year he 
was five shots off the lead; 
this year he was 12 shots 
behind. In his last eight 
tournaments, Woods has 
finished an average of 13 
shots behind. 

That’s the significance of 
the Australian Masters this 
year. 

Woods has been a 
defending champion every 
year since he was at least 
12, maybe longer. But if he 
doesn’t win at Victoria, a 
sandbelt course that he will 
not see until the pro-am 
Wednesday, an entire year 
will have passed without 
him hoisting a trophy. To 
what extent he can ever 
repair his image, it starts

with winning. 

Some think he is close. 
Rickie Fowler played 
behind him at the Ryder 
Cup, when Woods played 
the final seven holes in 
7-under par, and said, “It 
was pretty special. He 
looked like he was strutting 
around the course like I 
used to see on TV.” 


Robert Allenby played 
behind Sunday at Sheshan 
International and thought 
he was “super close.” 

“I think next year is going 
to be a great year for him,” 
Allenby said. “I have no 
doubt in my mind that he’ll 
win a major next year.” 
Ernie Els played with him 
two rounds in Shanghai and 


another round in Boston. 

“It looks like he’s in a better 
place,” he said. 

Maybe so, but Woods is not 
where he wants to be, and 
certainly not where anyone 
is used to seeing him. 

Fans at the Australian 
Masters might not turn out 
in droves because they just 
saw him a year ago.Q 


Hawkins fired as Colorado football coach

BOULDER, Colo. - The University of 
Colorado will pay coach Dan Hawkins around 
$2 million to go away. His replacement might 
not get that much to fix the Buffaloes’ broken 
football program. 

Athletic director Mike Bohn said the school’s 
financial constraints means he won’t be able 
to pursue just anyone to be the next coach at 
Colorado because the higher profile names 
earn about $4 million annually, way out of the 
Buffs’ price range. 

“It’s really not a level playing field of the 
haves in the Big 12 or the haves in the Pac- 
12,” Bohn said Tuesday at a news conference 
to announce the dismissal of Hawkins. “We’re 
not a $4-million institution. Would I like to 
believe we could get there some day? Sure. 

“If we can emerge from not being dead last 
in the Pac-12 Conference as far as number of 
donors and amount of money raised — that’s a 
challenge for us.” 

Bohn fired Hawkins on Tuesday, three days 
after the biggest meltdown in school history 
put a cap on his five failed seasons with the 
Buffaloes. Longtime assistant Brian Cabral 
will serve as interim coach for the final three 
games of the season, beginning Saturday 
against Iowa State. 

Bohn said the search for a new coach would 


begin immediately. 

However, Bohn may not be able to set his 
sights on the upper echelon, especially given 
Hawkins’ buyout and the prohibitive cost of 
luring a quality coach. 

“It is going to limit our pool,” Bohn said. 

At 70 years old, former CU coach Bill 
McCartney has publicly expressed an interest 
in coaching again and remains a “viable 
candidate,” Bohn said. McCartney led the 
Buffaloes to their only national title in 1990. 
But he’s been out of football since 1994. 
Hawkins was hailed as a “home run” hire by 
Bohn in 2006 after going 53-11 at Boise State. 
Yet he never had a winning season in Boulder, 
going 19-39 and losing his last 17 games 
outside of Colorado. 

The final straw came Saturday when Colorado 
blew a 28-point lead at Kansas as the Jayhawks 
scored 35 points over the final 11 minutes for a 
stunning 52-45 win. It was the biggest collapse 
in the 121-year-old program’s history. 

Dressed in Colorado colors Tuesday, Hawkins 
stepped up to the podium and spoke for nearly 
13 minutes, ending his speech with “Go Buffs.”

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Steelers hold on for 21-21 win over Bengals

CINCINNATI - The ball 
headed straight for Jordan 
Shipley. So did James 
Harrison. 

Care to guess which one 
won? 

The often-fined Harrison 
lowered his shoulder and 
helped knock the ball loose 
from Shipley near the 
5-yard line on Cincinnati’s 
final play, preserving a 27- 
21 victory over the Bengals 
on Monday night that left 
the AFC North with an old, 
familiar look. 

The Steelers (6-2) are 
again at the top, sharing 
the spot with Baltimore. 
The defending-champion 
Bengals (2-6) are in last 
place alone after their fifth 
straight loss, coming up one 
completion short. 

Credit that last rib-jolting 
hit — legal all-around — 
by the Steelers’ on-the-spot 
defenders. 

“The defense held strong,” 
said Ben Roethlisberger, 
who was 17 of 27 for 163 
yards with a touchdown and 
an interception that helped 
the Bengals rally at the end. 
At the end of a night full of 
foibles, tricks and missed 
chances, the Steelers turned 
to their one constant to 
finish it off. That unyielding 
defense came through 
again. 

“This is how the Steelers 
play ball,” defensive back 
Ike Taylor said. “We might 
get a blowout here and 
there. But we’re always in 
tough close ballgames. As 
a defense we just want to 
close them out. That’s what 
we did tonight.” 

Pittsburgh seemed to be 
in control when Antwaan 
Randle El threw a 39-yard 
touchdown pass off a trick 
play to open the fourth 
quarter, building a 27-7 
lead made possible by the 
Bengals’ many mistakes. 
Pittsburgh also had points 
set up by a fumbled kickoff, 


a blocked punt and a missed 
field goal. 

Then, the Steelers 
turned sloppy as well. 
Roethlisberger threw an 
interception that set up 
Terrell Owens’ second 
touchdown catch of the 
game, and Jeff Reed missed 
a 46-yard field goal try that 
would have clinched it with 
3:59 to go. 

The drama had just begun. 
Last year, Cincinnati jump- 
started its perfect run 
through the division by 
rallying to beat the Steelers 
23-20 on Carson Palmer’s 
touchdown pass with 14 
seconds left. When Reed’s 
attempt swerved left, the 
Steelers got a bad feeling. 
“They had Carson Palmer 
and company with 
timeouts,” Steelers coach 
Mike Tomlin said. “And 
that’s a horror movie and 
we’ve seen that before.” 
Palmer led the Bengals 
downfield with the help of 
a wacky play. His pass to 
Cedric Benson was tipped, 
but the running back made a 
juggling catch for a 16-yard 
gain on third-and-long. 
Chad Ochocinco’s only 
catch of the game moved it 
to the 12-yard line. 

On fourth-and-5, Palmer 
found Shipley open over the 
middle in first-down range, 
but the Steelers converged 
and squeezed the ball out to 
end it. “I ran in the middle 
of two guys,” Shipley said. 
“I felt like I had it, and they 
knocked it out of there.” 
Palmer was 22 of 36 for 248 
yards with an interception 
and touchdown passes of 19 
and 27 yards to Owens. 

“I think Carson played a 
great game under a lot of 
heat,” said Owens, who had 
10 catches for 141 yards. 
“He put the ball in there in 
tight situations. You look at 
the last four or five games 
we’ve played, it’s been a 
play here or there that’s 
made the difference.” 

It was fitting that Harrison 


had a shoulder in the final 
play. He got his third fine of 
the season, this one pushing 
the total to $100,000, 
for a hit last week on the 
Saints’ Drew Brees. The 
linebacker got summoned 
to Commissioner Roger 
Goode ll’s office for a 
meeting. 

Goodell was at the game 
on Monday night, watching 
as the Harrison-led defense 
got the best of the Ohio 
River rivalry. 

Eight seconds into the 
game, the Bengals already 
were in trouble. 

The Steelers won the coin 
toss and deferred to the 
second half. Bernard Scott 
got the kickoff and fumbled 
at the Cincinnati 25. 
Pittsburgh needed only four 
plays to score, with Rashard 
Mendenhall pushing the 
final yard for a 7-0 lead. 
When Scott held onto the 
ball as he was tackled 
during the ensuing kickoff, 
some Bengals fans gave a 
derisive cheer. They were 
incredulous moments later 
when William Gay burst 
through the middle of the 
line untouched and blocked 
Kevin Huber’s punt at the 
Cincinnati 30-yard line — 
Pittsburgh’s first blocked 
punt in two years. 

Reed’s 25-yard field goal 
made it 10-0, just like that. 
“Initially, we created 
some opportunities for 
ourselves,” Tomlin said. 
“You knew it was going to 
be a 60-minute game.” 

The Steelers lost two 

offensive linemen on a 
second-quarter drive. Left 
guard Chris Kemoeatu 

hobbled off with an 

injured right ankle. Center 
Maurkice Pouncey limped 
off with an injured right leg 
two plays later, but returned 
in the second half. Then, 
left tackle Max Starks went 
out in the third quarter with 
a neck injury. 

With the backups in place, 
the Steelers managed to

Polamalu. Commissioner 
Roger Goodell says active 
NFL players won’t be deciding 


punishment for flagrant hits 
that merit fines. 

Goodell wants to hear their 
opinions, though. 

The commissioner said 
Monday the league has 
been opposed to allowing 
active players or team 
officials to get involved in 
deciding punishments. The 
league recently increased its 
enforcement of rules against 
flagrant hits. 

The Steelers safety has 
been outspoken against the 
crackdown, saying it has 
caused paranoia around the 
league. Teammate James 
Harrison was been fined 
$100,000 for three hits, 
prompting him to talk briefly 
about retiring. Polamalu 
suggested last week that 


current players and team 
officials should be involved in 
deciding punishments. 
Goodell indicated that’s not 
going to happen. 

“There are league executives 
involved and there are former 
players involved,” Goodell 
said, before a program 
promoting the Monday night 
game between the Bengals 
and Steelers. “I think having 
active players and active front 
office executives is something 
the competition committee 
has always frowned on.” 
Goodell emphasized that he’s 
not part of the fines process, 
which was set up with the 
players’ association. 

Last week, Goodell summoned 
Harrison to his office to talk 
about his late hit on Saints 
quarterback Drew Brees two 
days earlier. Harrison later 
was fined $20,000 for the play. 
Harrison also has been fined 
$75,000 for a helmet hit on 
Browns receiver Mohamed 
Massaquoi and $5,000 for 
slamming Titans quarterback 
Vince Young to the ground 
this season. Goodell got 
Harrison’s opinions on the 
crackdown. 

“I always seek to get players’ 
involvement,” Goodell said. 
“I actually work very hard 
to make sure we understand 
the players’ perspective. As 
a matter of fact, bringing 
James Harrison in last week 
was an opportunity to be able 
to hear from an active player 
— what he’s thinking, what’s 
his perspective, what’s he 
challenged with — so we can 
make sure we understand that 
as we’re going forward in the 
season.” 

Harrison mentioned the 
difficulty in trying to hit a 
moving runner. 


“I think James is an 
outstanding player and I think 
he’s a guy who wants to play 
the game within the rules,” 
Goodell said. “He’s certainly 
a tough football player, and I 
admire him very much on that 
level. 

“I think one of the things 
he’s frustrated by is ... 
when the offensive player 
is moving, how do I as a 
defensive player adjust? I 
think that’s something that 
our competition committee 
and all of our coaches and our 
player committee often have 
talked about, and I think that’s 
something we’ve got to try to 
continue to address.” 

Goodell appeared at a 
downtown luncheon along 
with several former Bengals 
players to promote the 
Monday night game. He also 
visited fans tailgating outside 
Paul Brown Stadium before 
the game. 

“They really love the game, 
and I think it’s important 
for us to understand their 
perspective not just about the 
game but also their experience 
with the game,” Goodell said. 
“We always look to what can 
we do to get fans to participate 
more, and that’s something we 
strive to do. They want more 
participation in the game.” 
Goodell posed for pictures 
and autographed footballs, 
tickets and other items. 

Fans asked him about helmet- 
to-helmet hits and what the 
league can do about unruly 
fans. When asked about 
former Reds star Pete Rose 
— banned from baseball for 
betting on his team — Goodell 
deferred. 

“That’s not my issue,” Goodell 
said. “I’m not going to touch 
that.’Q 


NHL GUIs reject proposal on goal challenges 


TORONTO - NHL general managers shelved a 
proposal Tuesday to allow coaches to challenge 
goal calls. 

Panthers GM Dale Tallon put the item on 
the agenda at the general manager meetings 
but didn’t receive much support from his 
colleagues. Florida lost a game in Toronto 
this season when the referees missed a blatant 
goaltender interference call. 

Tallon wanted to give coaches the ability to 
challenge similar plays. He says there was a 
“lot of conversation” about the proposal but 
it’s a “dead issue.” 

The annual fall meeting is intended to give 
GMs a chance to discuss issues and lay the 
groundwork for some of the topics that will 
come up again in March. From there, they can 
make recommendations for any rule changes 
or tweaks. 

It’s clear the biggest item on the group’s radar 
in the spring will be the evolution of the new 
penalty on hits to the head — rule 48. Four 
players have received supplemental discipline 
as a result of the rule — including San Jose 
Sharks forward Joe Thornton, who disagreed 
with the two-game suspension he was given 
last week. 

Even though there’s been some confusion in 


the first few weeks of the season, the GMs 
sound committed to keeping the penalty. 

“In general, we feel the league is doing the right 
things to protect the players in that situation,” 
said Atlanta Thrashers GM Rick Dudley. “You 
have to protect them. And you have to do it 
without changing the basic structure of the 
game and I think that’s been done.” 

A video was shown as evidence of progress 
being made. 

The video had highlights players backing 
off hits in potentially dangerous situations 
— notably Blues forward David Backes and 
Bruins defenseman Zdeno Chara. 

“I think the rule will evolve and without any 
new rules (being made),” Buffalo Sabres GM 
Darcy Regier said. “It can be moved to the 
appropriate stage based on what happens over 
the course of the season.” 

The overwhelming message to Colin Campbell 
and his hockey operations staff was wait before 
making changes. 

In other news, the GMs decided to revisit Red 
Wings GM Ken Holland’s proposed overtime 
change again in March. He wants to see 
overtime extended to eight minutes, with the 
first half played 4-on-4 and the second half 
3-on-3.Q

Knaus: Crew swap was 
organizational decision 


CHARLOTTE, N.C. - Chad 
Knaus defended the decision 
to dump Jimmie Johnson’s 
crew with two races 
remaining, a move he said 
was done for the overall good 
of Hendrick Motorsports. 

“I don’t think people 
understand it’s not an easy 
decision,” the crew chief 
said Tuesday, a day after 
Hendrick Motorsports said 
Jeff Gordon’s crew would 
pit Johnson for the rest of 
the Chase for the Sprint Cup 
championship. 

“There are emotions 
involved. We love our guys. 
We eat, sleep, drink with 
them. We win with them 
and we lose with them.

NHL vice president Brendan Shanahan developed the 
idea and discussed the change during the GM meetings on 
Tuesday, but was reluctant to talk about it with the media 
afterward.

An NHLPA spokesman said the organization has been 
working closely with the league to “revamp” All-Star 
weekend and is looking forward to announcing the details 
soon.

Federer stands up 
for longer offseason

PARIS (AP) — Former No. 1 Roger Federer has backed calls 
for a longer offseason ahead of a vote to decide the schedule for 
2012 and 2013. 

The ATP board of directors will meet during the World Tour 
Finals in London from Nov. 21 to discuss the calendar, and will 
consider proposals to shorten the season by two or three weeks. 
Federer, who is competing at the Paris Masters this week, 
said the schedule has improved since he started on the tour 12 
years ago but the 16-time Grand Slam winner believes a longer 
offseason would benefit the players and tournaments. 

“Over the years we’ve lost a couple of weeks here and there ... 
but I just think it’s time to shift back a bit and to get a proper 
offseason,” he said. “I hope tournaments understand it’s in their 
best interest as well, I think. 

“So it seems like we are working together on this issue, and 
we’ll see what’s going to come out at the end of the year.” 

The ATP Tour season lasts 11 months and No. 1-ranked Rafael 
Nadal and American Andy Roddick have also spoken out in 
favor of a longer offseason. 

After winning the Australian Open in January, Federer saw his 
run of 23 consecutive Grand Slam semifinals come to an end 
with a loss to Robin Soderling in the French Open quarterfinals. 
He then missed his first Wimbledon final since 2002 but 
recovered in the second part of the season and won his 65th title

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Google announces ‘Instant Previews’ search feature

NEW YORK - People 
searching on Google will 
soon be able to see previews 
of websites before clicking on 
them. 

The “Instant Previews” feature 
announced Tuesday is meant 
to help people bypass websites 
that are either irrelevant or 
simply too visually cluttered 
for their tastes. It works for 
Google Web searches, as well 
as searches for news, video 
and local businesses. 

After clicking on an icon of a 
magnifying glass, people will 
see a picture of the website 
in the white space to the right 
of the search results within a 


tenth of a second. Although 
the preview photo will vary 
in size, just as Google Inc.’s 
image results do, Google 
designed the previews so that 
they’ll never eclipse the search 
results and clutter the page. 
Google will also show a box 
above the picture zooming in 
on the section of the website 
where the search terms appear. 
The search terms will be 
highlighted in that box. 

While someone looks at a 
picture of a website, Google 
will load visual previews for 
other search results in the 
background so that people 
can quickly compare websites 
by rolling the cursor over the 
results on the page.

Yahoo! chief executive 
Carol Bartz has been 
seeking to carve out an 
identity for Yahoo! as it 
struggles to compete with 
Google and Facebook but 
the Sunnyvale, California 
company’s share price has 
been largely stagnant since 
she took over. 

The Post said a bid for 
Yahoo! would have to be 
in the range of 25 billion 
dollars “which is a big 
number for any private- 
equity firm to raise on its 
own.” 

The Wall Street Journal 
reported over the weekend 
that AOL has hired financial 
advisers to explore various 
strategic options for the 
company including a 
possible tie-up with Yahoo!, 
its much bigger rival. 

The Journal said there 
had been no formal talks 
between the companies.

E Ink, maker of Kindle 
display, to offer color

NEW YORK - Up until now, people who 
have bought e-readers have had to make 
a compromise: either read in color on a 
highly reflective screen, or read in shades 
of gray on a display that’s easy to make out 
even outdoors. 

E Ink Corp., the company that makes the 
black-and-white display for Amazon.com 
Inc.’s Kindle, said it will begin selling 
screens that also show colors. 

The new technology, called E Ink Triton, 
displays 16 shades of gray, along with 
thousands of colors. As with other E Ink 
displays, people should be able to read it 
anywhere without having to squint. 
Amazon did not immediately respond to 
inquiries Tuesday on whether that means a 
color Kindle is coming. 

Amazon has said that although it hasn’t 


ruled out color E Ink displays, the 
technology isn’t yet ready for prime time. 
Even in color, E Ink still presents 
compromises. On the one hand, e-readers 
with E Ink screens have longer battery lives 
than those with reflective LCD displays, 
such as Apple Inc.’s iPad. But colors will 
appear more muted on E Ink displays. And 
E Ink’s technology still cannot play video, 
as the iPad and other tablets can. 

The first e-reader with a color E Ink screen 
will come from Chinese manufacturer 
Hanvon. The e-reader will have a display 
that measures 9.7 inches diagonally, and 
readers will be able to get online through 
either Wi-Fi or a 3G cellular connection. It 
is expected to go on sale in China for about 
$440. 

Hanvon, which sells other products such as 
tablets in American stores, said it might sell 
its newest e-reader in the U.S. □

Stocksfall as rally wanes; Geld,silver jump

NEW YORK - Stocks fell in 
afternoon trading Tuesday, 
a day after the Dow Jones 
industrial average snapped 
a six-session gaining streak 
with a modest decline. 

Gold prices reached new 
highs as the dollar jumped 0.5 
percent. A weaker dollar has 
been a boost for stock prices, 
especially for companies that 
rely on exports and overseas 
operations for increasing 
revenues. Dirk van Dijk, the 
senior equity strategist at 
Zacks.com, said that Federal 
Reserve’s recently-announced 
economic stimulus package 
has prompted investors to put 
money into gold and other 
commodities. The central 
bank plans to buy $600 billion 
in Treasury bonds in order to 
spur spending, a tactic known 
as quantitative easing, in order 


to push interest rates lower 
and encourage borrowing. 
The dollar has been falling 
against other currencies in 
anticipation of the program. 
“The market is still being 
driven by the Fed’s actions 
and it will be for a while,” 
Dijk said. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average fell 60.47, or 0.5 
percent, to 11,346.37. The 
index lost 37.24 on Monday 
following six days of gains. 
The broader Standard & 
Poor’s 500 index fell 6.98, 
or 0.6 percent, to 1,216.27, 
while the technology-focused 
Nasdaq composite index 
fell 11.61, or 0.5 percent, to 
2,568.44. 

Telecommunications and 
energy companies were the 
only groups of the S&P 500 
to gain. Financial companies, 
which fell 1.6 percent, were 
the worst performing industry 
group. 


Gold rose further, a day after 
trading above $1,400 for the 
first time. Gold is at a record 
in dollar terms but is still well 
below its peak in the early 
1980s after accounting for 
inflation. 

The weakening dollar has been 
benefiting gold as investors 
seek other assets seen as safe 
places to park money. Some 
gold investors see the metal 
as a hedge against national 
currencies losing their value 
as a result of inflation. Gold 
was given another boost 
Monday when World Bank 
President Robert Zoellick 
wrote an op-ed piece in the 
Financial Times arguing that 
gold should have a place in 
the world’s monetary system.

Job openings drop for 
second straight month

WASHINGTON - Job openings dropped 
sharply in September, a sign that hiring is likely 
to remain weak over the next several months. 
The Labor Department said Tuesday that 
employers advertised 2.9 million jobs at the 
end of September. 

That’s a drop of 163,000, or 5.3 percent, from 
the previous month. 

The figures come after the department issued 
a modestly positive employment report on 
Friday. That report found that employers added 
a net total of 151,000 jobs in October, more 
than most economists expected. 

But Tuesday’s report, known as the Job 
Openings and Labor Turnover survey, or 
JOLTS, signals that employers still aren’t 
willing to hire in large numbers. The economy 
needs to add at least 100,000 jobs per month 
just to keep up with population growth. The 
unemployment rate was unchanged in October, 
at 9.6 percent. 


Openings have increased by 25 percent since 
July 2009, when they fell to their lowest point 
since records began in 2001. Still, they are far 
below the 4.4 million openings reported in 
December 2007, when the recession began. 
The JOLTS report also shows how hard it is 
for job-seekers to find work. There were 5 
unemployed people, on average, for each 
available job in September. 

That’s an improvement from a record 6.3 in 
November 2009, but worse than April’s 4.6 
unemployed people per job. There were 1.8 
jobless workers per opening when the recession 
began. 

Job openings dropped sharply in professional 
and business services, which includes temp 
workers, and in hotels and restaurants. 
August’s total openings were revised downward 
to just below 3.1 million. Available jobs have 
now fallen for two straight months. 

Layoffs in the private sector, meanwhile, fell 
for the second straight month to their lowest 
level in four years.Q

“Gold is someone’s first 


instinct when they are buying 
for all of the reasons they’re 
buying gold right now, and 
silver usually lags somewhat,” 
he said. Silver, which has a 
greater use for industries than 
gold, is rising alongside other 
industrial metals like platinum 
and copper. □

Already in October 
the Christmas shows in the 
stores were set up to entice 
you to buy all the ornaments 
to decorate your home and 
business. Decorations and 
figures of a fat, red Santa are 
available, promising to put 
anyone in the Holiday Spirits. 
Medically, when I take a look 
at the store Santa figure, with 
his large rotund belly and red 
face that sports a bulbous 
nose I see many signs of heart 
attack candidate. Not that 
Santa Claus could have heart 
problems, not allowed. 

As cute as round Santa 
seems to be, most people 
want to enter the Holiday 
Season looking fit and trim. 
In the next two months many 
people, especially women, 
are going to pay good money 
to join commercial weight 
loss programs in hopes 
of dropping a size or two. 
Unfortunately, people tend 
to regain the weight they 
lost following a program 
because once it’s finished, 
they return to their normal 
eating habits. Furthermore, 
the body is always trying to 
fend off what it perceives 
to be starvation, and losing 
weight triggers hormone 
changes that make it difficult 
to keep shedding pounds. 

In the last eleven 
years in our grass- roots 
clinic we have seen all kinds 
of lose weight schemes. 
This year I have listed all 
the erroneous beliefs that I 
have heard from our patients. 

1. “Lose 30 pounds

in 30 days.” Any commercial 
weight loss programs or any 
other gimmick that pledges 
massive weight loss quickly 
is certainly not healthy, and 
not true. Permanent weight 
loss requires lifestyle change, 
not a quick fix. Loosing 
weight very fast usually 
means dehydrating your body 
and loosing muscle. 

2. Lose weight by 
not eating. Without question 
the worse way to try to loose 
weight. Starving deprives the 
body of the nutrients it needs 
for life and can lead to serious 
illness. Plus you lose muscle 
mass, not fat. Even if you do 
lose pounds, you gain them 
back almost immediately 
when you start eating again. 

3. Carbohydrates 
are bad for you. First it 
was fat, now carbohydrates 
are the bad guy. Insulin, 
stimulated by the excess 
simple carbohydrates in our 
overabundant consumption of 
grains, starches and sweets, 
together with sedentary 
lifestyles is responsible for 
all those bulging stomachs, 
fat thighs and chins. However 
there are healthy complex 
carbohydrates, such as 
vegetables, whole brown rice 
and quinoa, which provide 
vital vitamins, and fiber to aid 
digestion. 

4. Fat is bad for you. 
Your brain is eighty percent 
fat; not fat you want to loose. 
Some fats like trans-fats 
found in processed foods 
and sweets are unhealthy, but 
many called essential fatty 
acids are good and necessary 


for your health. Your body is 
not going to be able to make 
your hormones without these 
fats. 

5. Drinking Diet 
sodas help you loose weight. 
There’s not one study that 
shows diet sodas help you 
lose weight. Meanwhile while 
you are drinking your liquid 
candy you are consuming 
chemicals that have shown to 
cause cancer. 

6. Salad bars are 
healthy. Lunch meats with 
chemical salts, cheeses, oily 
dressings are not healthy 
choices. You have to choose 
foods at a salad bar wisely 
to loose weight. Meanwhile, 
“Iceberg” lettuce has 
absolutely no nutritional 
value. 

7. Don’t eat after 
6 p.m. Europeans eat at 10 
o’clock at night and they’re 
half the size of Americans 
and Arubans. It is not what 
time you eat, it’s what you 
eat and staying active for at 
least three hours after you 
eat. The worse eating habit 
here in Aruba after a night of 
drinking is to eat a late snack 
at a food truck and then home 
to bed. 

8. Check your weight 
on a scale daily to check your 
progress. Checking your 
weight on a regular basis 
is an obvious way to gauge 
your progress and alter your 
diet accordingly; however, 
that scale tells you very 
little. I encourage patients to 
keep track of hip, thigh and 
stomach tummy centimeters 
and dress sizes that are much 


more enlightening. 

9. To lose weight take 
a pill or have an operation 
to have your stomach made 
smaller. Wow, your insurance 
company may even pay some 
of these. You cannot replace 
healthy eating, exercise and 
lifestyle choices with a pill or 
operation. Drugs are not new, 
they have been tried for many 
years and both drugs and 
operations can be dangerous 
and have horrible side effects. 
A better choice includes 
natural dietary supplements 
which can safely balance 
nutritional deficiencies, aid in 
managing unhealthy eating, 
support restful sleep and 
increase energy. 

10. You have to join 
the gym. Actually, 30 to 60 
minutes per day of moderate 
physical activity is all it 
takes to balance healthy food 
intake. It does not have to be 
strenuous exercise, just move 
your body by gardening, 
walking, swimming, SCUBA 
diving, flying, dancing or 
having sex; just get of the 
couch. 

Get The Point! That 
majority of Americans and 
Arubans are overweight, 
and an alarming number are 
clinically obese. In countries 
addicted to convenient 
processed foods this obesity 
is no coincidence. It is not the 
fat in the foods we eat but, 
far more, the excess simple 
carbohydrates from our 
starch and sugar loaded diets. 
These nutritionally deficient 
diets not only contribute to 
increased weight but lead 



to a whole host of health 
problems. Want to enter the 
Holiday Season being fit and 
trim? That belly might look 
cute on Santa, but on you it 
is a major health risk. Call 
to make an appointment for 
a professional, safe, sensible 
weight loss program.

Sex, drugs more common in hyper-texting teens

ATLANTA - Teens who text 
120 times a day or more — and 
there seems to be a lot of them 
— are more likely to have had 
sex or used alcohol and drugs 
than kids who don’t send as 
many messages, according to 
provocative new research. 

The study’s authors aren’t 
suggesting that “hyper- 
texting” leads to sex, drinking 
or drugs, but say it’s startling 
to see an apparent link between 
excessive messaging and that 
kind of risky behavior. 

The study concludes that 
a significant number of 
teens are very susceptible to 
peer pressure and also have 
permissive or absent parents, 
said Dr. Scott Frank, the 
study’s lead author. 

“If parents are monitoring 
their kids’ texting and social 
networking, they’re probably 
monitoring other activities as 
well,” said Frank, an associate 
professor of epidemiology and 
biostatistics at Case Western 
Reserve University School of 
Medicine. 

Frank was scheduled to 
present the study Tuesday at 
a meeting of the American 
Public Health Association in 
Denver. 

The study was done at 20 
public high schools in the 
Cleveland area last year, and 
is based on confidential paper 
surveys of more than 4,200 
students. 

It found that about one in five 
students were hyper-texters 
and about one in nine are 
hyper-networkers — those 
who spend three or more hours 


a day on Facebook and other 
social networking websites. 
About one in 25 fall into both 
categories. 

Hyper-texting and hyper¬ 
networking were more 

common among girls, 

minorities, kids whose parents 
have less education and 
students from a single-mother 
household, the study found. 
Frank’s study is billed as one 
of the first studies to look at 
texting and social networking 
and whether they are linked to 
actual sexual intercourse or to 
other risky behaviors. 

“This study demonstrates 
that it’s a legitimate question 
to explore,” said Douglas 
Gentile, who runs the Media 
Research Lab at Iowa State 
University. 

The study found those who 
text at least 120 times a day 
are nearly three-and-a-half 
times more likely to have had 
sex than their peers who don’t 
text that much. Hyper-texters 
were also more likely to have 
been in a physical fight, binge 
drink, use illegal drugs or 
take medication without a 
prescription. 

Compared to the heavy 
texters, the hyper-networkers 
were not as likely to have had 
sex, but more likely to have 
been involved in other risky 
behaviors like drinking or 
fighting. 

A Kaiser Family Foundation 
study found that about half of 
children ages 8 to 18 send text 
messages on a cell phone in a 
typical day. 

The texters estimated they 
average 118 texts per day. 
That study also found that

only 14 percent of kids said 
their parents set rules limiting 
texting. 

Other studies have tied teen 
texting to risky or lewd 
behavior. 

A Pew Research Center study 
found that about one-third 
of 16- and 17-year-olds send 
texts while driving. And an 
Associated Press-MTV poll 
found that about one-quarter 
of teenagers have “sexted” 
— shared sexually explicit 
photos, videos and chat by 
cell phone or online. 

The latest survey did not ask 
what students texted or what 
they discussed on social 
networks. 

One suburban Cleveland 
student said her texts 
involve non-sexual small 
talk with friends, homework 
assignments and student 
council bake sales. 

“I text with my mother about 
what time I need picked up,” 
said Tiara Freeman-Sargeant, 
a 14-year-old Shaker Heights

High School freshman. She 
said she sends and receives 
about 250 texts a day. 

Talking on the phone just isn’t 
appealing to some teens, said 
her classmate, Ivanna Storms- 
Thompson. 

“Your arm gets tired, your 
ear gets sweaty,” said Ivanna, 
who also doesn’t like the 
awkward silences. 

Like her friend, Ivanna said 
she mostly gets A’s. Whether 
kids who text do well in 
school or behave in a crazy, 
risky way is coincidental, she 
said. 

“It depends on who you’re 
talking to and whether they 
have their priorities straight,” 
she said. Q

Illegal tiger trade kills 
1000 in a decade: study

ANCHORAGE, Alaska - 
Scientists have observed 
the highest rate of beak 
abnormalities ever recorded 
in wild bird populations in 
Alaska and the Northwest, 
a study by two federal 
scientists said. 

The U.S. Geological Survey 
study on beak deformities 
in northwestern crows in 
Alaska, Washington and 
British Columbia follows 
a trend found earlier in 
Alaska’s black-capped 
chickadees. 

“The prevalence of these 
strange deformities is 
more than 10 times what 
is normally expected in a 
wild bird population,” said 
research biologist Colleen 
Handel. 

Handel and wildlife biologist 
Caroline Van Hemert 
published their findings 
in The Auk, a Quarterly 
Journal of Ornithology. 
They captured Alaska crows 
in six coastal locations and 
used documented reports 
and photographs for birds 
elsewhere. 

The cause of the deformity 
— called “avian keratin 
disorder” — hasn’t been 
determined, Handel said. 
An estimated 17 percent of 
adult northwestern crows are 


affected by the disorder in 
coastal Alaska. 

The keratin layer of the 
beak becomes overgrown, 
resulting in elongated and 
often crossed beaks. The 
deformity showed up in 
adults birds, most often in the 
upper beak but sometimes in 
the lower beak or both. 

The abnormality sometimes 
is accompanied by elongated 
claws, abnormal skin or 
variations in feather color. 
Van Hemert said the disorder 
first was noticed in significant 
numbers around 1999. It has 
increased dramatically over 
the past decade, affecting 
6.5 percent of adult black- 
capped chickadees in Alaska 
annually. 

Biologists have documented 
more than 2,100 affected 
individuals and increasing 
numbers of other species, 
such as nuthatches and 
woodpeckers, have 

been spotted with beak 
deformities. 

Both chickadees and 
northwestern crows live 
year-round in Alaska with 
generally restricted seasonal 
movements between 

wintering and breeding areas, 
but do not forage in the same 
areas, the researchers said. 
“They’re eating different 
things, they live in different 
habitat — crows are mostly 


intertidal, chickadees tend to 
be in birch forests — they’re 
kind of occurring in different 
parts of their habitats and 
ecosystems and they’re still 
affected by what seems to 
be the same problem,” Van 
Hemert said. 

The scientists said beak 
deformities can be caused by 
environmental contaminants, 
nutritional deficiencies, and 
bacterial, viral, fungal or 
parasitic infections. 

In the past, large clusters 
of beak deformities have 
been associated with 
environmental pollutants 
such as organochlorines in 
the Great Lakes region and 
selenium from agricultural 
runoff in California. 

The deformities affect birds’ 
ability to feed, Van Hemert 
said, though many birds 
appear to cope by relying on 
food provided by humans at 
feeders rather than foraging. 
Deformed beaks also can 
prevent adequate preening, 
she said, leaving feathers 
matted, dirty and without 
insulating value needed to 
survive the cold. 

The increasing occurrence 
of deformities in multiple 
bird species with broad 
geographic distribution 
suggests that avian keratin 
disorder is spreading, they 
said.Q 


LONDON - More than 
1,000 tigers have been killed 
in the past decade to fuel the 
illegal trade in parts of the 
endangered big cats, a report 
by a wildlife monitoring 
group said Tuesday. 

India, China and Nepal 
ranked highest in the number 
of seizures of tiger parts 
but the trade has spiked 
recently in Southeast Asian 
nations, British-based Traffic 
International said. 

Complete skins, skeletons, 
claws, skulls and penises were 
among the most common 
items seized, while officials 
had also found whole animals 
— both live and dead, it added. 
“With parts of potentially 
more than 100 wild tigers 
actually seized each year, 
one can only speculate what 
the tme numbers of a n i m als 
are being plundered,” said 
Pauline Verheij, one of the 


authors of the report. 

From January 2000 to April 
2010 parts of between 1,069 
and 1,220 tigers were seized 
in 11 of the 13 countries 
where tigers live in the wild, 
the report said. 

India, home to half the 
world’s tigers, had by far the 
highest number of seizures 
of tiger parts. The 276 raids 
uncovered parts from 533 
tigers. 

China had the second highest 
with 40 raids, followed by 
Nepal on 39. 

But the report said there was 
a growing number of parts 
seized in Indonesia, Thailand 
and Vietnam. Myanmar’s 
borders with India and China 
were a major hotspot, as 
were the Malaysia-Thailand 
frontier and the Russia-China 
border. Tiger parts are used in 
many cultures for decoration, 
traditional medicines and 
good luck charms. 

Mike Baltzer, leader of the 
environmental group WWF, 
said the report “demonstrates 
that illegal tiger trade 
continues despite considerable 
and repeated efforts to curtail 
it by many governments and 
organisations.” 

The WWF warned last month 
that tigers could become 
extinct within 12 years, 
with the number of the big 
cats worldwide plunging 
97 percent from its peak to 
around just 3,200 today. 
Russia is scheduled to host a 
“summit” of the 13 so-called 
tiger-range countries in Saint 
Petersburg on November 21- 
24.Q
